WAS torn In a little tcsrn In 
Ontario, In the year 1869. My 
father kept an hotel, conse- 
quently tie -first four years 
ol my lite were 6pent under 
bsul influences. My father 
raited in business and bad to 
~_.„ _ie town. Whiskey was his 
downfall, and, of course, bis family 
has had to suffer through it- After I 
was ten years of age I was allowed to 
have my «jmn way. Often having no 
clolb™ St to eo to school in, and sot 
being able to obtain the books I need- 
ed, my education was neglected. I am 
sorry to have it to say that I never 
knew my father to go to church but 
once, and that was to a funeral service. 
1 never heard him say grace at the 
tabic, and never saw him on his knees 
in prayer. There vfss always a keg 
of beer In the cellar, and we all used 
to get a taste of It ; and lather would 
laugh at- the little ones for making ft 
face after Tasting It. When I grew 
big enough I often had to go witb 
father, or was seat with someone. rr. 
bold the fishing Hues walls they r™en 
tne boat on Sundays. Then, as soon 
as 1 could go alone I spent many 
Sundays In that way. l also pur- 
chased a gun and -a hound, and would 

po shooting foxes and raobltson Sun- 
day. I learned to play cards, and in- 
dulged in many other sins. 

I was also very fond of playing 
tricks, never intending to do any harm. 
though oiten harm was done. One oi 
these tricks nearly caused a young 
lady to las; her life. With my chum, 
on hallowe'en, we went to a fanner's 
barn, and ma m a hayiort until iisjr 
went to bed. Then we took their bull 
— a very cross one — and with a piece 
of plough-line led him through tbe 
nelds, letting down and putting up 
fences, for over a mile, and put mm in 
the school-house wood-shed. Wheu 
the teacher came In the morning to 
make the fire, as she opened the 
wood-sbed door, the animal niBhed at 
her. She ran for trie Hckoui-room, the 

Enraged Animal After Her. 
There wag some Ice in the yard on 
which the animal slipped, his horns 
catching her skirts, awl tearing them 
nearly off her ; she barely escaped 
with her life. When I told father 1 
was praised for doing such a clever 
trick. 

The Salvation Army had teen !s the 
town for some time, and I used to at- 
tend tb ■• meetings to have some fun. 
My father looked upon them as the 
scats cf the earth. On December 27th. 
1887, with some other godless com- 
panions, I went to an Army meeting 
where 1 wb£ rnnvfrted of my sins, 
and for the first lime in my fife felt 
the need of a Saviour. On March 5th, 
188S, i was converted. During the 
same month the colors were presented 
to the corps, and one night I was 
surprised .when the Lieutenant ashed 
me to carry Uiem. i had a slmgBle. 
but won a great victory, and with ths 
Lieutenant, the drummer, and two old 
women, I ii-ok my first siarca, carry- 
ing the colors lor the first time 
through the streets of that town. I 
took my place on the platform, and 
from that night always stood by the 
officers for over six years I caa 
truthfully say I never once refused to 
do anything 1 was asked by them. I 
held the following commissions: Ser- 
geant, Color-Sergeant Ser^eant-Major, 
Bandsman, and Secretary ; and in all 
my Army experience, knee-drill was 
my favorite meeting. 

In 1895 God called me for the Held. 
Then the fight came. I fonnd my all 

Ing to go. I lost the kiTe i had for 
souls, for the meetings and for my 
Bible. I could not pray or testify, and 
soon found i was a backslider at heart 
— not for what I had done, but for 
what I had left undone. I got dis- 
couraged, and gave up tbe ttsht in 
1897. and from that time my life has 
been one of misery. I again Trent Into 
sin, but nothing I conld do gave me 
satisfaction, bat rather left me 

Worse than Before, 
and, on account of my wrong-da Ing, 1 
am here to-day, branded as a criminal. 



With regard to prison life. I once 
.bad ; tne opportunity of vl&itlng the 
-prison, i>at Had a wrong impression 
of it then. I find that if anyone Is 
sent here for wrong-finlne. fr he will 
only obey the rules, mind his work, 
and not Interfere with others, he can 
gat along all right, and will receive 
every encouragement from tha warden 
and other officials. During my stay 
of nearly two years, I have never 
known any prisoner to be pnslshsd 
who did not ftring it on themselves. 
There are a great many noble and 
Kind-hearted boys here, who would m* 
to do belter. When Staff-Capt Arch- 
ibald spoke to me and. showed his in- 
terest in me and the rest of the boys, 
hope once more began to dawn la my 
heart. I saw tMigs in a new light, 
and 1 am glad to say that God has 



helped me, and I believe, through Him, 
1 shall overcome, and" that my IU e in 
the (nture shall be one of happiness 
Instead of misery. I know that I shall 
have a lot to bear, but God has pro- 
mised to ne enough £ur ms, -aftd I 

rnist In His word. .:• -.-fc--- 

We all look forward tb Saturday 
night and Sunday, when the Staff- 
Captain visits us. This cheers us for 
the rest of the week. If we happen 
to !be asleep when he comes, he always 
teaves a War Cry In the bars of our 
cell, which shows that he has not; 
forgotten us. '^

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THE MAORIS OF MA0R1LAND. 

By ADJT\ SADANAND. 

When CapL Cook came on shore far 
the first time In New Zealand, closely 
followed by a watchful man-or-war's 
man with his Sasd on his sword-silt. 
hhu met tu£ tall, poscrfaliodlea 
chiels i» ihe emit eosst, the go retlo— ■ 
which must have come up in his mind 
were - "Where dJd they come from ?" 
"How did they degenerate Into savag- 
ery and cannibalism 7". . 

That la about a century ago. and 
much discussion has followed since, 
which seems to show that they came 
from Polynesia ; .hnt apart from their 
being one of the many South Sea Is- 
land fasil::e=. -"tie is known. The Sal- 
vation Army officer is not concerned 
so much as to what the Maori has 
bees, or now he got into New Zealand, 
as he Is to know what he is how, and 
how w get him into uie fountain, Sad 
eo on the road back to the Garden of 
Eden experience, from which we have 
fallen— some a little iuriher, perhaps, 
Hian ritners. 

There are. at present, some 43,000 
Maoris in New Zealand. They speak, 
without exception, the Maori tongue, 
and however highly educated they are 
In English, there Is seldom anything 
but the vernacular spoken at home 
or In native assemhUes. Ths Maori 
people, as a rule, still prefer to isolate 
themsefives from Europeans, and jf 
they can only muster a pah. or village 
oi six huts, they prefer to-be hy them- 
selves rather than amongst the 
Pakehas, as "\rbJte men are called. 
There Is no DELriieniar objection made 
by the PakehE. to this arrangement, as

A Great Gulf Flsed 
between the t vo races, tie Maori be- 
ing iocksj asrjs ea uncleanly In bin 
h^sifB «tc-. &?•■&, Indeed; It Is excep- 
tional 'to find n Maori Invited heartily 
into tie hnsse; «? the Pakeha. 

There is a tremendous differene*, - 
he it remembered, heCween the atti- 
tude of the people of Kew Zealand to- 
wards the Maoris. «ad the attitude of 
Australians towards . aborigines, or 
some Americans towards negroes. I 
remember a cute Indian officer, who 
bad been to England, remarking i'ual 
If yon stood no to John BOO, and let 
him see ycu thought yourselT as good 
as he was, and If he growled, you 
growled hack again, ie would^respect 
you ; hnt If you cringed to him, he 
would jump on you. The M&dtl com- 
immded the respect of Ute English hy 
bis fighting Qualities and heroism in 
the mnch-feHje-Iamented wars whica 
followed the early settling of the col- 
onists, »nd in many respects the char- 
acter at the Maori has stamped itself 
favorably on the mind of the white 
people. As a result, while there is 
the gulf I have mentioned, there is 
a deep, wide-spread desire on the pari 

Of lilt* I-ieW ZcouLu £ciU£T£, ^nd th-i 

New Zealand Government, to do every- 
thing that on be done to lift the 
Maoris up, and. If possible, to save 
them from extinction as a race. 

The different religious bodies spend 
about 115.000 a year on edncatlonal 
and religious work, arrf the Govern- 
ment has a State school wherever 
thirty or forty Maori children can be 
got together. 1 visited two native 
schools recently, and had a most intcr- 
est—g time. In one school the writing 
of tne older children "was like. copper-, 
plate, and their grammar and manners 



In answering, questions I put wero 
very good. One school had over eighty 
children. The GovernnjHiit teachers 
now use the kindergarten system, 
which is much enjoyed. Unfortunate- 
ly, tbe teachers are sot eS lowed to in- 
fluence the children in any way ss 
regards religion, which is a great pity, 
as many are. earnest Christians, and 
would ebully do so. 

Wc- &»ve, at the present ctatscat, 
four Maori stations — viz., Otaii, R> 
-teres, SiSola, ana Whu&teiie.

T9>e lord has raised up seme splen- 
did native officers, Capt, Sarah Stir 
ting, the sweet "singer, being the most " 
prominent. Oapt McCarthy and Lieut.

saved. Two half-caste soldiers have 
recently been accepted, as Cadets. Al! 
these comrades are fall of lovo to their -; 
people, and work hand In. hand with'! 
their white comrades for their salva- 
tion. 

Mrs. Poranmti, late of Rotorua, la 
now an Envoy. Her uucle, a big chief 
at Rotoraa, publicly welcomed Colonel 
Bsizl on die occasion. of his visit to 
that place. She is a splendid example 
of the power off the grace of God, and 
la a great help In meetings, pleading 
eloquently either in EtagUsh or Maori. 

Some time ago a Maori man, who 
was rather well . on In years, married 
a young wife.

TO LOAD AND UNLOAD TRAINS 
WITHOUT .^TOPPING THEM. 

The problem how to ensb'e aasscag- 
ers to^nter or leave a moving rallrood- 
"train has 'beca =:,»»£-' S~ " 25™! 
manner by John W. : Jenkins. His in- 
v«ntiou is a "«vidle-B«' 1 " -wherein tbe 
passengers wait at a station, and 
which, rtradulinn tbe moving train, Is 
carried off . by the laUer. 

In addition to the regular track, two 
outer rails are laid near the uUtiom 
tQ QS . rry the Mo^e-ears, wiik* reastEt 
61 a. skeleton. 'frame work, hroader 
and higher than ordinary cars, anil 
running on wheels which travel on the 
outside rails. On one side ot ths 
frame-work la a compartment for the 
passenserB, wLire at the top it !s pro- 
vided with bwad-Iaced wheels intend- 
ed to he run on special rails on th9 
roof of the moving train. 

When a train passes a station where 
a saddle-car Is waiting, *he rails on 
its roof engage the whedte at the top 
of the saddle, and the saddlfrcar. with 
Its passengers, is lifted off the side 
rails and carried on with the train. 
The saddle-car rides along tsc tap o. 
the train, ibut being provides with pro 
per brakes soon acquires the proper 
momentum, and then ie locked fast 
and tho passengers leave the compart- 
ment and enter the train. As tne 
train approaches the next station tbe 
saddle is lifted off. because the side 
rails B.rij made hiKher at tbe voWB 
where it Is desired to remove tbe o-"- 
dle-ca>- from the train, and, the lower 
wheels being engased hy these raised 
portions oT the mile, the car la liftoii 
from the roof of the train, and the 
latter passes uu,-Ieavlng the empj 
saiddle-car but picking up a new on.

CHAPTER XXIX. 

Charles V A.D. 1B30-158S. 

After the Lsdies' Peace was slgncJ, 
Charles V. met Clement VII. at Bo- 
logna, uim ma crowned King of IUily 
and Roman Emperor. He was the last 
who was so crowned. Ho urged Cle- 
ment so strongly to hold a council 
that there was no withstanding him. 
The Pops promised to send out letters, 
end Charles went to hold a diet at 
AuEsbUrg, to take measures for driv- 
ing back the Turks, and setting Europo 
at peace from without aa well us 
v.; thin. 
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During the nine years since tht. 
Dlot of Wurms, the opinions of Luther 
had made great progress. Luther had. 
attor about eighteen months, come 
back from Wartburg. because Corl- 
stadt, ono oi this pupils, was doing 
such wild things at Wlttcnburg, that 
It was needful to Interfere. Luther 
had, however, come to think converts 
and monastic vows were harmful, and 
those monks and nuns who accepted 
his teaching left their convents, and 
many priests married. There was no 
vow to hinder priests from wedlock. 
hut monks and nuus had promised not 
to marry. However, Luther Thought 
them not binding, and himself married 
Katherlne Bora, one of five nuns 
who had been carried out of their 
convents in empty beer barrels. 

When all these changes were hap- 
pening, the peasants, who had heen 
horribly lll-usini for agea, made a great 
rising in Swajbia, Franrcnls., Slbass, 
and Thurlngia. The chief leader w.is 
one Thomas Munzer, who declared that 
atl men's goods ought to he In com- 
mon, and led aJbout a host of miners, 
laborers, and woodmen, who perpet- 
rated the most horrid cruelties on 
the nni-ortnnatc nobles and ladies 
who fell into their bands, and forced 
some of the knights to march lu then- 
ranks, while they wandered about, 
sacking every castle and eonvent 
whose walls were not strong enough 
to keep them out. Troops were raiBOd 
by Philip, Landgraf of Hease, Heinricn, 
Duke of Brunswick, and Johann, bra 
ther df the Elector of Saxony, and met 
the peasants at Frankenrausen. Mun- 
zer pointed to a rainbow in the sky. 
and told his ipoor, deluded followers 
that It was the pledge of victory ; hut 
they were trodden down by the well- 
armed knights and slaughtered like 
sheep, Munzer himself was found hid- 
den In a hayloft and executed. One 
prisoner, v/hen askod how he ha-l 
fared, said, "Oh, sir, the rule of tue 
peasants is ten times worse than tho 
rule <rf tie knight." Everyone was hot 
against these unhappy peasants except 
the triH-.il r5;™;-i.}[- KYSadricii, who said 
chat If they were brutal savages it 
was the fault of t.ho princes who hud 
left Lhem to become so, and whose 
heart was broken hy the evils around 
iilm. He died soon after, saying he 
knew ii ut where to find faith or truth 
on earth, and was succeeded by his 
brother Johnnn. 

A diet 'had been held Iby the Arch- 
duke Ferdinand at Speler, in the hope 
of opening the eyes of fhe Germans (.i 
the need of supporting his brother-in- 
law, Ludwig, King of Hungary 
ngainst the Turks ; Ibut they would 
attend to nothing hut the disputes be- 
tween Luther and the Church, and 
he could get no aid against Hie com- 
mon tnfimy, wfcjie they decided that 

of doctrine he chose In hls'YanJs" 
and thereupon the Elector of Saxony 
Mi* Landgraf of Hcsso, and iou.« 
otherH, had all the churches elven 
over to the T.uTherans. and seized the 
abbeys and the lands of the bishoprics. 
Albrecht of_Draudenburg, Grand Mai- 
ler of the muionic Order oi Kniehts 
followed their example, helped himself 
to the lands of the Order of Prussia 
ar-3 obtained Investiture of them from 
the Kins of Poland. 

Thus ileft unaided, Ludwlg of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia was defeated and 
killed by the Turks in the terrible 
battle of Mohalz, in 1527. Ferdin- 
and was at once chosen King of Bo- 
hemia, hut a Transyilvanlan, named 
Johann Zaipoyla, was ehosen King of 
Hungary, and called In the Sultan 
SDlyman to support him. They even 
[Hid sie™ to Vienna ; but Ferdinand 
beat them off, drove the Turks heyon-i 
the Danulbe, and was cnclwned kids 
of Hungary. Bohemia and Hungary 
have ever since had kings df tlTa 
House of Austria.

Sanctiflcatlon floods the soul with 
great light and with great love, and 
thus subjects ttie possessor to two 
great and opposite temptations ami 



If the sanctified men leans to the 
side of light, he is HkeOy te become 
critical, and fault-finding, and Impa- 
tient with men, and too severe In hi* 
Judgments and requirements of those 
who may yet he In comparative dark- 
ness, and thus, unlike his Lord, he 
may break the bruiaed reed that Jesus 
would not break, and quench the 
smoking flax that Jesus would fan into 
a flame, and so fall to "bring forth 
Judgment In truth." (Isa. xili. 3; Matt, 
xil. 20.) A samtclfled man sees the 
way so clearly that he is tempted to 
think that everyone else should so see 
It, and that it is only because they 
will not that they do not It will be 
helpful to such an one to remember 
the hole of the pit from which he him- 
self was digged, his darkness, anil 
weakness, and slowness, if not obstin- 
acy and waywardness, before he him- 
self was sanctified, and to be as merci- 
ful and patient in hie Judgments and 
criticisms of others has his Lord has 
been with him. If he does not seek 
earnestly to do this, he Is in awful 
danger. 

On the other hand, if he leans to the 
side of love, he le likely to be too

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

Diabetes. — Wihen this disease occurs 
in fleshy persons, It Is almost invarl- 
aibay due to errors In diet. ■ Through 
the excessive use of sugar, the liver 
cells have undergone such changes as 
to render them incapable of trans- 
fonmlns the sugar, brought by the 
portal vein from the digestive organs, 
into liver starch, and again transform- 
ing It in small quantities Into sugar, 
which the organ doles out to the body 
as Is required hy the system. In 
consequence af these changes, the 
portal blood Is allowed to pass directly 
Into the circulation, and the sugar Is 
eliminated hy the kidneys. When 
this disease appears in lean persons, 
It Indicates a more serious change, 
and a failure on the part off ali tho 
cells in the body which are employed 
In tire consumption of sugar, so that 
It is a mucb more Berious disease. 
The first form of the disease may be 
controlled hy a regulation of the diet, 
carefully avoiding all sugar and 
staivby articles. But in the other 
form of tlw disease, diet has no in- 
fluence, other than to lessen sligbtly 
the amount of sugar ; the patient's 
condition Is commonly not very much 
improved. Fo"tb!y the -first form o: 
the disease is a very common one,

and as this disease Is alone controlled 
hy diet, and Is rarely entirely cured, 
it Is mucb better to prevent the dis- 
ease altogether, by avoiding the ex- 
cessive use of sugar and all starchy 
articles of food. 

Stammering. — Stammering Is a real 
disease. It is sometimes induced by 
imitation of others, In those who have 
no natuml Smpediment of spcccli. An 
English medical Journal gives the fol- 
lowing as a remedy for stammering : 
"Do not speak, or attempt to speak 
when Inhaling the breath, hut dram- 
as much air into the lungs as they will 
hold, and then speak very slowly. Re- 
peat this operation, and by patient 
perseverance the habit will he com- 
pletely overcome," One of the caused 
of stammering Is attempting to speak 
with the lungs only partially filled. 
Speak only wit* deliberation. In a 
Arm, ratber loud voice, and stop svoeiift- 
Ing 'Instantly -when the slightest em- 
uarrasttinent Ie felt."

of this ln'fantlle practice, which cer- 
tainly seems to ub to he harmless 
enough : "Sucking the thumb causes 
Lhe salivary glands to pour out their 
secretion, thus moistening the mouth 
and aiding digestion. The pressure of 
the thuimo eases, while the teeth are 
"breeding," the Irritation and pain of 
the gums, and helps, when the teeth 
are sufficiently advanced, to bring 
them through. Sucking the thumb, 
moreover, makes a cross infant con- 
tented and happy, and frequently in- 
duces a restless babe to fall into a 
sweet, refreshing sleep. After denti- 
tion is completed, It is Hfcely to *je 
came a habit with a child ; in that 
case, It may be readily cured hy smear- 
ing the thumb with a paste of aloo3 
and water. One or two applications 
will probably he sufficient." 

Measles. — Ordinary cases require 
little more than care and good nursing. 
The comfort of the patient is greatly 
Increased hy frequent tepid sponge- 
baths or packs. If tUe eruption does 
not appear promptly, or la repeHed, 
put the patient into a aot parte, witb 
a woollen sheet, for thirty minutes. 
Keep the head constantly wet with 
cold -water, and bathe the face every 
few minutes when there is conslder- 
olble never. If the throat Is sore, give 
treatment for sore throat. Give the 
patient abundance of fresh air, but do 
not expose him to draughts. The diet 
should be as simple as possible, and 
very light. 

Scarlet Fever.— This disease may be 
frented essentially in the same man- 
ner as measles. Tbe sponge-bath 
sbouM be administered several tlmea 
a uuy. 

Vitality of Scarlet Fever Contagion. 
— A medical Journal records a case in 
which a family of children contracted 
scarlet fever from tbe clothing of » 
servant, who had nursed a case of 
3cariet fever more than a year prer 
ious, tbe clothing in the meantime 
having been Ifept in a trunk. 

Fevers^-Slmple fevers may be treat- 
ed In accordance with the directions 
for measles and scarlet fever. If cow- 
plications occur, as pleurisy, lung 
fever, or other affections, a phystcan 
should be consulted. 

Mumps. — This common affection 
needs 'little more than careMUl nursing. 
A spare diet, rest, and a dallv warm 
bath facilitate recovery. If the dis- 
eased parts are very painful treat as 
for sore throat. Keep tbe feet warm. 

Whooping Cough— No method of 
treatment will cure this disease, but 
In ordinary cases the patient will get 
well of himself In due time. Oood 
care, plenty of fresh air, a warm bath 
three or four times a week, and nlaln, 
nourishing diet, are the best means to 
secure a speedy recovery.

WHY WE ABE RIGHT-HANDED. 

All sorts of queer reasons have been 
put forward as to why human beings 
nearly always make moro use of the 
right iand than the luft. Ii has bcon 
suggested that children become right- 
handed from hereditary or mere 
monkey-like imitation of their elders.

Another rer«m siep !n railr-iad con- 
struction is the Dangen Suspended 
KaHwaiy, a new German institution. 
The nnan connects three manufactur- 
ing towns; VohwIuM, Elberreld, and 
Barmen, on the little river Wupper, iii 
Westphalia, and is a trifle more thau 
eight miles long. 

On this novel railroad the passeng- 
ers are carried In cars swinging from 
an overhead rail, the trucks belnt; 
connected with the caT rooJr. Tiie 
truck-wheels, mounted tandem, run on 
n single 01-prhBBd ra!!. The cars each 
curry fifty passengers, and are drlveu 
by two electric motors, of thirty-six 
horse-power apiece, operating through 
transmission gearing. The motor- 
trucks receive their current through n 
sllp-snoc and s. eontact rail.
